The  rfein,  and  the  winds,  and.  the 
thunder  storm*,  and  the  Bpring  day*,  and 
the  sultry  stillness  of  Bummer,  and  the 
fragrant  l)rca<h  of  Autumn,  and  the  bracing 
cold  of  Winter,  all  have  a  charm  and  a 
power  over  the  aoul,  which  wove  its 
around  us  whwn  we  were  very  young.  The 
rain  pattering  on  the  house  top,  the  wind 
whistling  through  the  crannies  or  howling 
in  the  chimney,  the  breeze  sighing  through 
the  pine  tojwl  the  snow  drifting  along  the 
highways,  the  icy ( trees  clothed  in  their 
crystal  garments,  these  sounds  and  eights 
have  some  special  association  of  joy  or  woe 
which  never  paw  away.  The  tooes  of  the 
old  church  bfill  that  used  to  summon  us  to 


Sunday  s  n  ice,  and  ring  oat  their  penis  oa 
festal  mornittgs.  and  toll  the  knell  of  the  de¬ 
parted,  who  can  forget  them. 

I  remember  in  my  childhood  bring  awaken¬ 
ed  front  sharp  sleep  by  the  sound  of  drams 
and  trumpet*  in  the  streets,  and  that  anssie 
lingers  In  mj  ear  to  this  day  whenever  I  read 
of  battles.  The  first  great  picture  that  I 
ever  uw  transfixed  me  aa  nothing  else  baa 
ever  done  tltot  1  have  ;een  at  home  or  abroad ; 
it  was  not  much  of  a  painting,  bat  the  land 
colors  fell  upon  a  virgin  tablet.  The  first 
statue  npou  w  iiicli  my  eye  ever  rested  was 
Chauntrey  s  Washington,  in  the  Boston  State 
Ilonse,  and  all  bough  it  looks  about  as  much 
like  the  original  as  it  doe*  like  Julios  fxmar, 
it  has  been,  for  more  than  s  century,  my 
ideal  Washington  I  had.  indeed,  been  fa¬ 
miliar  with  certain  wooden  figures  well- 
known  as  “Dexter's  images,''  and  among 
them  were  the  three  Presidt  nu.  Washington, 
Adams  and  Jefferson,  nil  hi  high  colon,  and 
with  no  attempt  at  idealization .  but  I  do 
call  these  statue*. 

Who  is  fliers  that  does  not  recollect  with  a 
perfect  memory  the  firm  important  town  that 
be  visited,  and  all  tlxe  new  associations  that 
|  it  quickened  in  his  mind?  It  to  just  sixty 
years  sine*  1  drove  over  the  bridge  from 
t^harlealown  to  Boston,  and  saw  the  round 
dome  of  the  State  House  looming  up  in  Uw 
fog  and  gfeStly  magnified  by  the  mint ;  and 
1  remember,  aaif  it  jrere  a  thing  of  jester 
day,  the  grange  emotion  which  p  maraud  me 
as  the  stage  conch  rattled  through  the  narrow 
aide  street,  where  we  could  aioxnt  tench  the 
buildings  oo  both  aides,  aad  then  wheeled 
into  the  ihner  court  yard  of  tha  old  Easters 
Stage  House  in  Au  otrart,  whet*  the  pun  ^
